Foaow mis maintenance procedure 10 ensure 
that yow pistol functions property. 

After lung your Cobra pistol, remove magazine and check chamber to ensure that all 
ammo «s removed from pistol. After loHowng the Disassembly Instructions clean the 
barrel core won a premium quality powder - removing solvent and bore brush «wpe the 
owe dean with a bore patch. Remove an powder and primer deposits from around the 
breech ol lh* barrel and chamber, clean all moving parts wrth solvent and then coating 
lightry with rust preventive oil. 

NOTE: only a light appUabon of <M is needed lo provide adequate luoncaoon ol 
moving parts and to prevent rusl. Magazine should be disassembled and irwrouflhry 
dean.

Barrel Assembly Removal 

• Whie hokfcng the Slide assembly upside down, lift the rear portion of the Recoil Spnng 
assemt* (W01-21 A) past the notch n the Banel Lug and remove. 

• To remove tie barrel, lift up on the rear portion, pulling clear of the slide. 
Striker Aasembly Removal 

• Using a okmt punch. W2* Oameier or smaaer. insert punch throug* the hole in the 
Rear (C101-13) Cover 10 depress tie spring loaded plunger (C40M2). 

• WMe hokfcng the Plunger down, ease me Rear Cover up and out of the Slide 

• Retail control o* the striker awembty while me Rear Cover dears the slide. (Reminder, tno 
assernory is spring baoed)> 

• The Stnker Spring Rod assembly. Striker and Striker Return Spring may now be completely
